A BAD STATK OF AFFAIRS. 


r CoLUMisrs, 0., Oct. 14.—Tiiere was no 
change in the situation at the burning minps 
in the Hocking Yalley last night. One 
hopper was burned Saturday night and four 
mines fired. Five oi' the mine-, are at New 
Straitsville, one at Carbon Hill, and the 
other at Sand Run. An effort was made to 
fight the fire at Sand Run Mine, but without 
success. It had to be closed to stop the 
draft, and no effort has been made to fight 
the fire which is-raging in the heart of 
the Carbon Uill Mine. The Columbus and 
Hocking Coal and Iron Company oilers a 
reward of five hundred dollars tor the arrest 
and conviction of the incendiaries. All of 
the mines now on lire are not operated, but 
when at work they employ two thousand 
men. 
Representatives of the syndicate 


wereat Caibon Hill at noon to see what 
could be done in the way of putting out the 
fire, 
and 
they 
were 
received 
with 


jeers and called all manner ot names, 
which indicates the epiiit which pre- 
vails on the part of the unruly ele- 
ment. A number of detectives weie taken 
along to guard some Italians, who it was 
expected to put in to work against Ihe lilt1. 
Then- is no doubt, had it not been far the 
presence of detectives that theie would 
have been trouble between the strikeis and 
the Italians. Fire-engines have been se- 
cured from Columbus and are now at work 
on the lire in the mines at New Straitsville, 
but it is with little effect in the way of put- 
ting them out 


NEW LI:XIXC.TOX, p., Oct. 14.—The 


wm.st feature of the strike in the Hocking 
Valley is the black, curling columns of 
smoke and the lurid flames that issue fioai 
four of the mines at New Stiaitsvillc, one 
at Shawnec, one at Carbon Hill and one at 
Samillun. Tin-lire at one mine at New 
Straitsville is reported to be laging so iuri- 
ouslj that the flames tlnough an air-hole in 
the top of the hill ascend to the height ot 
fifty feet.

the torch applied. 
The \arious entries, 


moms and air-holes in these gieat seam 
mines cauve u constant draft ot consider- 
able powei. which oi course becomes greatly 
increased and iinviiMlied alter the pas^aire^ 
became heated and the flames begin tu 
ascend. Quenching these undeigiound fires 
is both a tedious and dangeious business.

At 
Xew Strait-svillc, where two mines are buin- 
ine, the s\ ndicate has ceased mining alto-

spread that the mines were on fire a train 
loaded with miners from other points, ac- 
eompaniediuth a force olPinkorton guards, 
was run to New Straitsville, and an ineffect- 
ual attempt made to extinguish the fires. 
When this train pulled into the town ail 
those aboard of it were hissed and jeered 
bv a poition of the residents, though it was 
b'clta id that the great majority of the pop- 
ulation, miners as well at, otliei citizens, 
disapproved the burning of property, hoj>- 
pers or mini's,, and apprehend that the result 
of it will bean iujniy to the cause of the 
workingmen. as well as pronci tp-owners, in 
the place and vicinity. It is estimated that 
the mines now on fire are capable of a daily 
output of tlnee hundred cars, and represent 
the labor of from two to three thousand 
mtncrs 
These fires are in the heart ot the 


very best coal region in the country, and 
while the stoppage of work is a serious 
loss as well to operators an miners, the 
threatened destruction of 
the mineral 


wealth contained 
in 
them 
must be 


regarded as no less than a great public ca- 
lamity. Many of the striking miners and 
the Pinkerton police are on the worst ot 
terms, and counter charges are freely made. 
The military was sent into tlio lluck ing Val- 
ley in response to the call of the proper offi- 
cer, but the Sheriff of this county has su far 
refused to call for tioops, on the ground 
that there lias been no public outi age or 
riotous proceedings, and that such il- 
legal acts as, have been committed are 
not of such a nature as to be foreseen or 
prevented by a military toice. What the 
action of the Goi emor of the State^md the 
Sheriff of the county may be as * conse- 
quence of the (ires now raging is not at 
present known, and can not be conjectured. 
All appears quiet on ths surface now, but 
the mine fires are still burning and smolder- 
ing, while an effort is being made to 
smother them out, which can not have any 
immediate success.
